| can be more probable than that the killing 

and maiming will go on at a more rapid 
rate as crossings multiply and traffic in- 
creases. 

It is timely that attention should be 
given to this matter at present because 
next spri g grants from the Dominion 
| funds wili cease to be available for the 
| safeguarding of crossings unless parlia- 


ment in the meantime extends the time 
limit. 

For some fifteen years parliament has 
| actually or theoretically set aside $200,000 
|| each year for this purpose. About one- 
third of the amount thus made available 
| has been used. There is intact more than 

$2,000,000 of unused money earmarked 
for such use. It jis said that as the law 
now stands this money will not be applic 
able to the purpose after next April, while
